Circumstantial Evidence.
Jamee Harris kept a publie house

within eighteerrmiles of York, England,
having in his service a man named
Morgan, who to his other occupation
added that of gardener. It happened
that one Grev, a blacksmith, journeyfng
on foot to Edinburgh, supped and slept
at this public bones. Next morning, Mor-
gan deposed before a magistrate that his
masteestrangled Grey in his bedthat
he actually saw him commit the mu-
rderthat he in vatn endeavored to
prevent him, his master Insisting that
the man was in a tit, and that he was
merely endeavoring to assist him. Mor-
gan Maher swore, affecting to believe,
he left the room; but, alter retiring look-
ed through the key-hol- e, and saw the
murderer rine the pockets of the de--

ceased. Harris, as well as he might,
vehemently denied the accusation, and,
hapless tor himself, threatened a prose-
cution for perjury. As no mark ot vio-
lence was found to be vielble upon his
body, Harris was on the poiut ot beIng
discharged, when the maid-serva- de-
manded to be heard. She swore that'
from a wash-hous- e window, as she was
descending the stairs, she saw her mas-
ter take some gold from his pocket, and,
having Carefully wrapped it up, bury it
under a tree la the garden, the position
of which she indicated. Upon this Har-
ris turned pale; and the earth under the
tree having been searched by a consta-
ble, in gold were found wrapped up
in a paper. Harris then admitted that
he had buried the money for security's
sake, but answered in so confused a
manner that be was committed. He was
tried at York for the murder. The man,
the maid, and the magis-
trate were all examined, and no suspie.
Ion attaching to this testimony, a ver-
dict of guilty was at once pronounced.
Lie died protesting his Innocence, and
ere long his innocent became manitest
to all men. The real facts were as fol-
lows: In a quarrel between Harris and
his servant, Morgan received a blow,
and vo,wed vengeance. Soon afterward,
Grey's arrival turaisned the opportunity.
The part which the servant girl played

lin the businees la explained 14 the fact
that she and the gardener were sweet-
hearts. Seeing her master ono day ap-
parently hiding something under a tree,
she apprised Morgan, who, on digging,
found five guineas concealed there. On
this they agreed sto purloin the hoard
when it should amount to a sum
cleat to enable them to set up in bust-
nes& But.Harris's threat prosecution
for perjury so terrified the, girl, that she
resolved to save her lever 6y the awl-
lice of the money and her master's life.
A subsequent quarrelthe not unusual
consequence of guilt like theirsbetray-
ed the truth. They died of jail fever on
the day previous to that appointed for
their trial. It was afterward ascertained
that Grey had twO apoplectie lite, and
bad never been in possession of $.5 at a
time in his lite.

Chemistry. '

The word cheinietry is derived from
the Arabks, and was originally the art or
science now called alchemy, which was
the supposed gift of a certain Jew Judi-
Viduals who postessed the knowledge of
converting the baser metals Into gold.
The Arable word kerne signifies to hide,
eScrete, or conceal. The art of alchemy
is of very great antiquity, and is sup-
posed to have been practiced as early as
the third century. The Emperor Diocle-
tian made an order directing search for
books or writings) treating of the wonder-
ful art of transmuting the baser metals
into gold and silver, and commanding
that all such books or writings, when
found.should beeommitted to the flames,
and that all the implements, retorts,
powders oroliquids used tor such pur-
pose shouldlikewise be destroyed.

Alchemy was long connected by the
ignorant and superstitious with the pow-
er and attributes of the devil, and its
possessors were charged with being in
league with him in the practIce of what
was known as the black art.

It le thought by many erudite people
that the art of counterfeiting the ancient
coins had Its origin in the study and
manipulations of the alchemist, and that
in those early times the secret manner
1,n which these mysterious beings 'Work-
ed, the care they exercised, and holding
themselves alool from society, was with

to hide their employment from the
public gaze, while, by means of their
knowledge of the ai ts and their acquired
skill intther respects. they were enabled
secretly and successfully, to a greater
or less degree to flood the channels of
commercial circulation with base silver
and gold.

The alchemist, with the purpose also
of gaining credit with the masses, pre-
tended to have found a universal reme-- ,
dy fot disease, and an alkahest, or uni-- I
venial solvent, for every known sub--'

stance. This pretended science flourish-
ed greatly from the thirteenth to the sev-
enteenth century, but is now held in uni-
versal contempt.

After the downfall of the race of alche-
mists, the true science of chemistry
grew up and developed into harmonious
proportions. It endeavored to discover
by analysis and synthesis the nature and
properties of different bodies, and the
changes of composition that occur among
the integrant elements under certain
combinations.

Thause of symbols was early employed
by the alchemists to represent the metals
known to them, the metals themselves
being at the same time called utter the
heavenly bodies. The early chemists
also used a few eymbols that seemed ap--
eropriate to their occupation, and for
many centuries thee() continued to be
employed without material alteration.
Early in the beginning of the present
century the chemist Berzellus proposed
a modified system of characters, which
rendered it possible to write the exaet
composition of chemical compounds by
weight, and which also indicated chemi-
cal reactions.

This system of symbols waS used until
a comparatively recent period, but the-
chemist Gerhardt proposed some slight
modification, which would render it pos-
sible the volume as well as
the weight of the substances eutering
into a compound, besides being a ready
and simple means of illustrating the
complex changes arising in organic sub-
stances from chemical action. This
science occupied a low position for many
hundred years, and not until within the
last two centuries has it made decided
and permanent advancement. Iris true,
there are a few exceptions, such as the
tanning of 'leather; the knowledge of
certain coloring matters or dyes, among
whica was the real Tyrian purple; an
acquaintance with.the properties of cer-
tain plants, drugs, and resins; the man-
ufacturing of glazed pottery, which the
rersians carried to a great degree ef
perfection.

One great and .essential benefit con-
ferred on mankind by the discoveries of
modern chemistry has arisen from the
utilization of waste substances. The
bones of dead animals are revitalized in
the shape of phosphorus; the dregs of
the wine cask return to us in the shape
of seldlitz powders; the washings of coal
gas and sewers are by distillation con-
verted into ammonia; glycerine is the
sweet principle of fatly or oily sub-
stanoes; glues and jellies are made from
the hoofs or boues of domestic animals;
chlorine is more or less used as a substi-
tute tor sulphur in bleaching. Absorp-
tion and distillation have given Ina num-
berless extracts, cordials and perfumes,
and there is scarcely a plata, tree or
fruit, but, in some term or other, has
been made to render uNcertain active
principles of its composition, which, but
for the subtle agencies ol chemistry,
would have remained inert or in a crude
state, but when thus developed, under
various forms of application, either me-
dicinally or, otherWise, add semething
to the general welfare of moulded.

The greatest benefits, however, have
been experienced from this science in
it bearings upon the ',slithery reforms of
the last century. Men are now better
housed and fed; noxious diseases are
more scientifically treated. and the
spread ot pestilence and famine cur-
tailed. The diffusion of intelligenee in
regard to light, heat, and ventilation is
very general; the causes and prevendon
of miasma city and country receive
the attention of the local governments,
and there is a dispusition everywhere to
make the most of the advantages pre-
sented by uountry, climate, and condi-
tion, for the elevation and social happi-
ness ot the human race. If the alchem-
ist of old 'ailed to accomplish the turn-
ing of the baser nsetals into gold and sil-
ver, and the discovery of a panacea tor
human ills, he at least stimulated a spir-
it of inquiry wiliels has berne fruit in the
investigatious and experiments of the
pains-takin- g chemist and nis
in other scientific pursuits.
